I am told 
tbey are also meeting with a TransCanada contingent that may include TCs CEO Hal Kvisle and their atty Kurt Moffett; Bud 
Faekrefl, President of the Denali Pipeline; & they traveled to Prudhoe Bay with BP. My guess is the/ve also met with 
ConocoPhillips and ExxonMobil. 

Finalry, Drue Pearce wanted the Govemor to know that she is veiy concemed that FERC does not appreciate what they will 
need to do to provide adeauate "govemment to government consultation'' wim Alaskans during the permitting of the Alaska 
Gas Pipeline. Historicalry FERC does very diminimoiis outreach in their govt to govt consulations. Druewould appreciate 
your emphasizing Drue's message that FERC will need to work with the other federal agencies as well as ANCSA 
corporarjons and tribes as they design a consultation process that at least equals the one done as part of the TAPS 30 year 
renewal process.
